LOSS OF THE OCEAN INDIAMAN. 

Extra& from the Fournal of an Officer on beard. 

On the rft of February, at half paft three at night, 
during a heavy gale and fevere.fwell, having in vain en-' 
deavoured to weather the extremes of the Pater Nof- 
tres, agréeable to figuals from the Commodore, and hav- 
ing loft all’ our cibles, we drifted on a reef of rocks, the 
northernmoft point of an ifland ahead of us S. W.— 
The hock when we firft (truck was very violent; for 
about two hours afterwards the fhip lay motionlefs and 
feemned to reft on a bed of rocks, it being to all appear- 
ance low water ; at nine A. M. manned the cutter and 


} fent two officers with a. boats crew well armed to con- 


ciliate the affections of the. natives.—In the interim, 
carried away the rudder. The fhip having a gteat heel 
to ftarboard, “got’a fpare topiiaft over the fide, to prop: 
her up; at eleven A. M. the cutter returned with four 
natives, who behaved with a ‘civility we did not ex-, 
pect.

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The Hamburgh mail which arrived on Saturday brings 
an account of a new Revolution having been effected in 
Holland on the 22d of laft month, upon the fame prin- 
ciples with the French Revolution of the 4th September. 

The Prefidency of Citizen Vanhoft expiring, he was 
facceeded by Citizen Midderigh ; the firlt act of whofe 
power was the arreft of the fix Members of the Commit- 
tee for Foreign Affairs, and of twenty-two Deputies. 

The remaining Members of the Directory were im- 
mediately. called upon to pafs decrees—firlt, for fanc- 
tioning the arreft—fecond, for abolithing the feparate 
right, of fovereignty of the Nine Provinces, and contti- 
tuting a National Affembly the fole reprefentative of the 
Batavian people—third, for declaring, in the name of all 
and each of the Members of the Affembly, eternal ha- 
tred to the Stadtholderate, to ariftocracy, federalifm, 
and anarchy. ‘ 

They then received the congratulations of the French 
Miniter, who expreffed himfelf highly fatisfied with 
what had been done, and informed them that the Ba- 
tavian people-were now free. E 

The Hamburgh mail due the 24th January, arrived 
this morning, but the intelligence it brings has been in 
a great mealure anticipated by the mail which arrived on 
Satufday. ... 

A. body of between 8 and 10,000 French troops are 
collecting at Fluthing, to be embarked in the fleet fitting 
at Dunkirk, and. émployed againft the north of Eng- 
Jand.

At 
the fame time the Captain Pacha is to fail to Warna, 
and from thence to the mouth of the Danube, with a 
fquadron of {mall veffels to fecure that river, and effect

mand againft the rebels by land and water. Though the 
Pacha of Widdin has been defeated near Belgrade, he 
is again collecting q confiderable force. 

The fpirit of liberty, it is faid, ftill gains ground in 
Turkey ; and it appears, that the Pacha of Widdin has 
a great number of friends who only wait a convenient 
opportunity to declare themfelves ; this.muft quicken the 
wishes of the Porte to haften the difperfion of thefe re- 
bels. 

A variety of rumours have been afloat in confequence 

of intelligence received on Saturday by a fhip arrived 
at Dover from Lifbon, on the fubye& of certain revolu- 
tionary. movements, which are faid to have taken place 
at Madrid, originating in a mifunderftanding that is fup- 
pofed to exilt between the French Directory and the 
Court of Spain, the latter having fignified its determi- 
nation to aét no lopger but in a neutral capacity.
